The application has been amended as follows: Claims 5 and 6 have been amended to 
correct a minor punctuation error. In Claims 5 and 6, the period "." at line 3 has been changed to 
a colon ":" and a period "." has been inserted after the formula 3 and 4, respectively. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art 
Yano et al (EP 0 496 334) teaches a flexible metal/polyimide laminate comprising metal foil 
layers on both sides of a polyimide film wherein the polyimide film comprises a first layer of 
low thermal expansion, and a second polyimide layer having a Tg of about 250 to 400°C; 
wherein the laminate is formed by sequentially applying precursor solutions to a first metal foil, 
drying and curing, and then laminating a second metal foil. Yano et al do not teach or fairly 
suggest that the instantly claimed thermoplastic polyimide copolymer having the claimed 
structure and a glass transition temperature of 200 to 250°C. Further, the Examiner has 
withdrawn the provisional double patenting rejection over copending application 1 1/229851.
